All hen encfosunes, however* 
will now require such pennits* 
allowing the city to review the 
proposed locations of structures, 
regulate their size and gauge 
what kind of impact they may 
have on neighbo'Urs. 

t)n-site parking is no longer 
required for urban gardens and 
farms in the downtown core, as 
the cit>^bebeves there is already 
sufftcient transit access. 

Development permits are re¬ 
quired for urban gardens and 
urban outdoor farms in non- 
residential areas so environ¬ 
mental and risk assessments 
can be done.

Strathcona community reps 
and University of Alberta stu¬ 
dents have joined forces to 
get a head-start on plans to 
improve the neighbourhood's 
streetscape. 

The Strathcona Centre 
Community League and the 
four U of A students held an 
open house Monday 
to get public input 
on plans to fix the 
neighbourhood’s 
streets through the 
Neighbourhood Re¬ 
newal Program. 

Strathcona is 
slated to receive mil¬ 
lions of dollars from 
the city come 2019, 
wben the neighbour¬ 
hood's streets and sidewalks 
will be revitalized. 

I'he partnership with the 
U of A is separate from the 
city-led renewral process. The 
league will use the students’ 
plans when it engages with 
Edmonton officials later this 
year,

the community league's bcsard, 
said residents are expecting 
more than just newly paved 
sidewalks when the project 
gets underway. 

He said the community 
wants a neighbourhood that 
benefits pedestrians and cyc¬ 
lists. 

“hut doing that generally 
means introducing new de¬ 
signs to reduce the volume and 
speeds of cars coming through 
the neighbourhood,'" he said. 

The students’ preliminary' 
vision was largely in line with 
making streets more walkable 
and bikeable. 

They included things like 
building a shared-use path 
neat the streetcar tracks, 
raised sidewalks, curb exten¬ 
sions and separatExI 
bike lanes. 

“In a central 
neighbourhood like 
Strathcona that's so 
dense and has so 
many access points 
to the dty* for it not 
to have really gO'od 
walkability is a huge 
problem,** said U of 
A planning student 
Stephanie Kovach, who's work¬ 
ing on the project. 

“■We’re excited to be work¬ 
ing on it. The community is 
behind it* so it's really nice 
to see people so involved and 
passionate about it."" 

The city will have more in- 
fonmition later this year on its 
plans for Strathcona.

Concerns over oilsands river contamination overstated: Scientist 


New research from the Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta suggests concerns 
about contaminants in the Atha¬ 
basca River from the oilsands 
may be overstated. 

“Absolutely — no question,'’ 
said HiU ishotyk, a soil and water 
scientist involved in three re¬ 


cently published papers that 
question much recent science 
conducted on the effects of the 
oilsands on the local watershed. 

His results are already being 
airicized by the authors of some 
of that research. 

Shotyk says the condusions in 


the piipecs confirm preliminary^ 
results released in 2014 shortly 
after he and his team conducted 
a sampling program from 13 
sites upstream and downstream 
from oilsands mines. The water 
was analyzed svith equipment 
capable of measuring water con¬ 


taminants to parts per quad¬ 
rillion. 

Shotyk found little difference 
between letid and arsenic lev¬ 
els in either direction from the 
mines. Levels of lead dissolved 
in the water were vanishingly 
small — compitrable to those 


found in Arctic ice that is thou¬ 
sands of years old. 

He did find downstream in- 
CTeiises in heavy^ metals asso¬ 
ciated with bitumen, such iis 
vanadium, nickel, molybdenum 
and rhenium. but those levels 
are still tiny. 


As well, Shotyk said previ¬ 
ous research has focused on 
lota] concentrations, instead 
of just what is dissolved in the 
water column. Unfcss a metal is 
in solution, he said, organisms 
simply don't absorb it.

“They're built so cool and 
they’re built so smooth," Riley 
said. “They’re really shiny and 
they really popped out at you

Albertans have 
until April 3 
to respond to 
suggestions 

A group exiiniining applying 
employment standard & to vM- 
berta's agritulture sector rec¬ 
ommends that farm workers 
shou Id not get nverttme pay. 

The Employment Stanckirds 
Technical Working Group has 
been re\newing the standards 
to see how it could apply to 
farm and ranch workers. 

The group says standards 
around pay, employment re¬ 
cords, job-protected leaves 
and termination notice should 
apply to workers. 

However, it recommends 
having no set hours of work 
or breaks and no overtime. 

It recommends that non¬ 
family employees get Four days 
off eveiy 28 diiys, at the em¬ 
ployer's discretion. 

The group says family mem¬ 


bers who are employed at 
farms and ranches should be 
exempt from all employment 
standards. 

“The application of stan¬ 
dards would be impractical 
and unfeasible, as ivell as bur¬ 
densome svithout providing 
any benefit,” the group rec¬ 
ommends in a report released 
Monday. 

I'he group says non-family 
workers aged 12 and 13 should 
be allowed to work a maximum 
of 20 hours per week. 

For non-family workers 
under 1&, the work must “not 
be deliimental to health, edu¬ 


cation, or welfare and parental 
consent must be obtained by 
employers.” 

It suggests sufficient lime 
be allowed to phase in chan¬ 
ges and sessions be offered to 
teach farm owners about the 
employment standards. 

Another recommendation 
was that non-family workers 
under 16 be paid 75 per cent 
of the minimum wage rate, 
bu t that was not agreed to by 
the whole group. 

The government said Alber¬ 
tans have until April 3 to give 
ft^edback on the recommenda- 
lions.

How are we supposed to solve 
9 problem politicians won't 
talk about? 

In response to Judge Lene- 
han's shotking acquittal of a 
taxi driver for semial assault 
last week, I’remier Stephen 
McNeil has said nothing. Jus¬ 
tice Minister Diana Whalen 
saiys they are “consideriiig 
options.'* 

Prime Minister Trudeau 
says they have “vi'orJt to do." 

What we ha^i'en't heard is a 
decisive commitment to slrut- 
tuial reform to slop the slew 
of disgraceful sexual assault 
decisions in the news recently. 

It’s generally appropriate 
for politicians to defer to jtidg- 
es on legal matters, but when 
cases hi^light systemic prob¬ 
lems, it's up to our political 
leaders to name the issues and 
commit to fixing them. 

Our prime minisler and 


premier can and should state 
clearly that rules must be 
put in place to ensure judges 
are adequately trained to 
give sexual aisault victims 
fair trials. Judge Gregory 
Lenehan appears to have 
thought that a person must 
be uftcouscious to be i^tlly 
considered too incapacitated 
to give consent. That's simply 
nol true. 

Rona y\rnbrose, interim 
leader of the Conservative 
Partyn hiis put forwani legisla¬ 
tion to require exactly this 
kind of training for all jiid^s. 

Trudeau should work with 
the opposition to pass this bill. 

Didhousie Liw Professor 
Wa^Tie McKay proposes we do 
one better and create a court 
specialiaxl in sexual assiiult 
cases, as has been done in the 
United Kingdom and several 
states in the United Suites. 
That way, law^'ers, prosecutocs 
and jutlges involved could all 
have consistent experience in 
sexual assault law. 

They could also have great¬ 
er, ".skills and training in not 


retraumatizing the victim." 
That’s crucial. Not only is if 
diOicult to convict in sexual 
dsSiiult Cases, the experience 
of the trials is often terrible. 
j'\s a result, the cate of women 
■who report sexual assaults to 
police hiis dropped by more 
than half since its peiik in 
199?, according to the Nova 
Scotiii j'\dvisory Council on the 
Status of Women. Nationally, 
only H per cent of these crimes 
are reported. 

Of the sexual assault cases 
reported to police in Halintx, 
27 per cent led to chiirges, 
compiired to ^0 per cent for 
other violent crimes. When 
you add in the conviction rate, 
only a fraction of a fraction of 
a fraction of people who com- 
mit Sexual assiiults face legal 
consequences. 

Meanwhile, lOU per cent of 
sexually assaulted women live 
with the consequences. 

Women need to be able to 
walk on our streets and use 
our taxis with the fiill know^ 
ledge that the legal system has 
their back.

No official estimate exists to 
guide public policy and help 
parents plan Canadian polit¬ 
icians champion middle-class 
families and pledge to end 
child poverty without knowing 
what it actually costs to raise 


a child in this country, says 
a new report being reletised 
Tuesday. 

And it is time Ottawa in¬ 
vested in official estimates to 
guide public policy and help 
parents with planning, argues 


the report by Campaign 2000, 
a national coalition committed 
to ending child poverty across 
the country. 

“Hveryone who cares about 
the quality of life of Canada’s 
children should be concerned 


about the cost of raising them 
because it is one of the key de¬ 
terminants of children's eco¬ 
nomic w^ell-being," the report 
saji's.“The impoitiince we place 
on this information demon¬ 
strates how our country values 


its families, its children and its 
future prospects," it says. "The 
services we pro^dde to families 
hinge on the accuracy of these 
numbers.* 

Toronto's Rebekka Unrau,

Order gets rid

Jt‘s been an emotions] roller 
toaster for Mahmoud Mansour 
and hEs fiimily, Syrian refugees 
tapped for possible resettle¬ 
ment to the United States, since 
Itesideiit I>onaldlrump issued 
his fii3t travel ban six weeks ago. 

The original ban, 'whith ban^ 
Syrian refugees from the U.S. 
uittiJ further norite, devastated 
Mansour's family of sbt, whith 
hits been undeigoing secTirity 
vetting ahead of resettlement 
for the past >'ean 

The revised ban, signed by 
tinesident Donald Irump without 
fitnfiire on Monday, no longer 
singles out displaced Syritins, 
but suspends the entire refugee 
program for four months to al¬ 
low^ for a security^ review. 

Ihe order eliminates some of 
the most contentious aspects in 
an effort to surmount the court 
challenges that are sine to come. 
'iriimp''s first order, issued just a 
week after his inauguration, was 
halted federal courts. 

The new one leaves Iraq off^the 
list of banned countries — at the 
urging ofUi. militiuy and diplo 
malic leaders —hut still afiects 
would-be srisLtois and immignints 
fmm Iran, Syria, Somalia, Suditn, 
Yemen and Libya. It also makes 
clear that current visa holders 
will not be impacted, and it re- 
moves language that would giw 
priority to religious minfirities — 
a provision some interpreted as 
a way to help Christians get into 
theU^. while excluding Muslims. 

The changes underscore 
the very different position the 
president finds himself in. 

five weeks ago. Trump 


dropped the fiist order with a 
bang, catching la^vraakers and 
members of his administration 
by surprise. He signed the order 
in a high-profile ceremony at 
the Pentagon's Kail of Heroes 
as Secretary^ of Defence James 
Mattis stood by. 

This time around, the 
president skipped the usual pub¬ 
lic ceremony altogether. Instead, 
the administration chose to have 
Homeland Security Secretary 
John Kelly, Secretary of Stale Rex 
lillerson and Attorney General 
Jeff Sessions serv^e as the public 
faces of the rollout at a brief 
press announcement. 

“ I think today was about the 
implementation of it,** said Press 
Secretary^ Sean Spicer — at a 
briefing off camera. 


Legal experts say the new or¬ 
der addresses some of the con- 
sritutional concerns raised b>^ a 
federal appeals court about the 
initial ban but leaves room for 
more legal challenges. 

“It's much clearer about bow 
it doesn't apply to groups ofim- 
migmnts with more clearly estab¬ 
lished constitutional rights," said 
University of Texas taw professor 
Stephen Vladeclc "Ihat’s a really 
important step." 

Mansour, an artisan who 
embroiders traditional dresses, 
said he is confused about what 
Trump's revised executive order 
means for his Eimiiy's prospects 
in the U.S. "‘We hope that this 
new order will carry^ a glimmer 
of hope," he said in his small 
apartment in Jordan’s capital.

Immigration experts and ad¬

Donald Trump's Muslim 
Han 2.0 halts refugee intake 
for 120 days and bans any U.S. 
visits from citizens of Syria, 
Sudan, Somalia, Iran, Libya 
and Yemen. It now exempts 
people from Iraq, as well as 
green-card holders and those 
who have permanent resi¬ 
dent status. 

“There is no moral way 
we can say that the U.S. is 
a safe country for refugees 
anymore." said Emily Gilbert, 
director of the Canadian Stud¬ 
ies program at the University 
of Toronto.

White House officials on

For Prance's conservatives, this 
year's presidential election 
should have been effortless. 

Instead, the Republicans party 
— once idl but ceitiiin to take 
back the Elysee Palace in 2017— 
is in disarray os'er the comiption- 
tainted campaign of its candidate 
Francois Billon, Riven by'dissent 
as Eillon tenaciously clings to his 
bid, the ctinservativia are watchr 
ing their presidential hopes sink 
by the day. 

Far-right nationalists, mean¬ 
while, are gearing up for what 
they hope is their Donald 'Hump 


moment, in which National Front 
leader Marine Le f^n proves the 
pollsters svrong and harnesses 
the anti-immigration, imh-estab- 
hshment sentiment percolating 
iUDiind Biiiope to capture a presi¬ 
dential victory. 

In this prediction-defying 
French presidentia! campaign, 
anjrhing could still happen be¬ 
tween now and April 23, when 
the voting begins. 

One thing is clear The con¬ 
servatives are in trouble. And 
no one is eager to take Fillon’s 
place with less than seven weeks 


left to campaign. 

Many conservatives had 
pinned their hopes on fonner 
ITime Minister Alain Juppe to 
step in and save their party’s 
chances — but on Mondiiy he 
definitively rejected that poi¬ 
soned chalice. 

“It's loo late," he told repor¬ 
ters, accusing Fillon, who teal 
him in the conservative primaiy, 
of leading the French right into 
a political “dead end." 

“What a waste," Juppe said. 
“Last week I received irumy calls 
asking me to take over. They 


made me hesitate, 1 thought 
about it. Today, uniting every^- 
one has become even more dif¬ 
ficult... 1 confirnr once and for 
aJL that I will not bid to be the 
French president." 

It’s a remarkable about-face. 

A year ago, Juppe was con¬ 
sidered a shoo-in for the 2017 
race. Socialist Ifresident Fran¬ 
cois Hollande's record-getting 
impopukuity all but guaranteed 
that Firante's other main polirical 
force, the conservative Repub¬ 
licans, would take back posver.

Itie company said data col¬ 
lected by the millions of Fitbit 
trackers in use show that people 
are averaging less than seven 
hours of sleep a night recom¬ 
mended. And the Zs people do 
get aren't necessarily the right 
kind of sleep. 

So Fitbit will offer deeper 
s'leep tracking on some of its 
devices. Fitbits already track 
how much sleep people get and 
use sensors to measure periods 
of being awake or restless while 
in bed. Now, using a built-in 
heart-rate monitor, the devices 
svill break sleep into clinically 


defined stages. 

For example, about a quarter 
of sleep is supposed to consist 
of the rapid-eye movement, 
or RFM, phase. This is when 
dreams occur, and scientists be¬ 
lieve it's important for imptm^- 
ing memory. Fitbit sajrs devices 
with this nevk^ Sleep Stages fea¬ 
ture will be able to measure 
whether you get enough REM 
sleep.

These difficult and com¬ 
plicated clialienges include 
building iiioie complete and 
resilient commtiniues. ad- 
di'essing politically explosive 
debates about neighbour¬ 
hood cliange, and improving 
alTordability.

When we listen catefully. 
die opposition to such a mix 
usually isn’t about plan¬ 
ning principles - it’s moia 
often about politics fuelled 
by fiiiajicial self-interest (tlie 
pemeived impact on prop¬ 
erty values] ajid "not in my 
backyard” sentinients. 

If we want to get serious 


about addressing our big 
diallenges, we need to ser¬ 
iously reriiiiik how we dis¬ 
cuss and address cliange in 
our coiniiuLiiiries.

gentle density coLild lielp 
strengtlien and stabilize our 
neighbourhoods far better 
riian hying to cast riieiii in 
amber w'ould.

individuals seeking gender- 
affiiming products, high price 
and lack of accessibility are a 
problem. 

“Some of the most margin¬ 
alized people in society also 
hiive the most expensive under¬ 
wear’’ says jack Lamon of the 
prosthetics, tools, and clothing 
that pliiy a vitiil part in gender 
actualization. 

Lamon is a ■worker-mem¬ 
ber of Come You Are^ a co¬ 
operatively owned sex shopn 
and Genderliear.ca, a separate 
online shop providing gender 
gear for trans folk. 

Iheir antHiapitalist and fem¬ 
inist collective mission is to of 
fer prcidutts and services that 
help people express and experi¬ 


ence their sexiuilily, gender and 
orientation. 

Lamon explains that the ma¬ 
jority of the worker-owners at 
the CAYA sex shop are trans or 
gender queen “We have always 
had a personal and professional 
interest in gender. But, because 
kids are coming out as turns at 
younger and younger ages, it 
was awkward to provide cus¬ 
tomer service to parents and 
sersice pro^nders.*’ 

The sexualized environment 
of the brick and mortar store 
(which closed its doors in 20161, 
did not specihciilly tend to the 
needs of people that were in¬ 
terested in confronting their 
gender dysphoria. The nature 
of the sex storefront had the 
potential to bar piinents of trans 
youth and the website, which 
is an adult website^ w^as fire- 
walled to service providers like 
Children's Aid and the Toronto 
lioard of Education. 

“Sex and gender have noth¬ 
ing to do with each othen your 
gender does not determine your 
orientation, or what you may 
or may not like sexually," La¬ 
mon explains. 

“l^eople carry' the perception 
that being trans is a sexual 


thing, but as much as reducing 
gender dysphoria may help you 
enjoy your sexuality more, be¬ 
ing tnms is not sexual identity, 
it is gender identity.” 

The CAYA coop storefront 
in Toronto closed in 2016 ^ and 
now runs as a website linked 
to GendepGear.ca while the col¬ 
lective figures out their next 
steps. 


But the realtly is^ the website 
is what kept them alive. More 
people tend to be comfoilable 
bujnng gender iind sex products 
online because there is sldl a lot 
of apprehension in discussing 
private needs publicly. 

GenderGear does not Feel 
the need to market or promote 
their products. The gear is al¬ 
ready expensive and they do 


not want to be prescriptive or 
suggest that people “ought” to 
do things their way. 

“The point was never really 
to sell productSi it was to make 
sure products were iivailable 
for people who needed themH” 
says Lamon. 

Ella Webber, a customer at 
CAYA, expkiins that becEiuse of 
the generous sharing of infor¬ 


mation within the LGBTQ2S 
community^ many older trans 
individuals are actually learn¬ 
ing from j'ounger people about 
the range and accessibility of 
products. 

Before Webber's top surgery', 
they' explained how they had 
“needed multiple binders: tight 
ones for when you want to 
look extra hat, and casual wear. 
Without (access to) them, there 
are moments that can be so 
hiird when you need something 
and can’t have it.” 

Asher Kaerstein, who has 
bought six binders to date, 
confirms that, “for a lot of 
young trans people who are 
in precarious financial situa¬ 
tions, I the expense] is really 
inconvenient.” 

GenderGear provides a 
binder recycling program that 
makes used binders available 
for S5. The website accommo¬ 
dates the necessary' service of 
selling clothing that does not 
permanently change your body, 
but enables one to feel slightly 
more comfortable in their skin. 

There is, however, a lot more 
work to be done in the fight for 
financially accessible gender- 
afFirming products.

You can excuiie curling 
for doing a double-t^ke iit the 
'fim Hortons Brier. 

Legendary skip Ke™ Martin 
is sporting familiar AJbertii col¬ 
ours at the national men's curl¬ 
ing championship this week 
in Si. John’s, N.L fhe 2010 
Olympic champion is back at 
the Brier to coach his son Kar- 
rick and the provincial team 
skipped by Brendan Bottcher. 

Instead of standing at the 
end of the sheet and thmving 
last stones, the former skip — 
who retired in 2014 — watches 
the action from his seat on the 
back bench. 

"“I hadn't been back to a Brier 
in any way since J retired,” 
Martin said .Monday. "To have 
the opportunity, yon know 
coaching my son is a big deal 
... it's neat. It's good to get back 
Into it." 

I'he event is a reunion of 
sorts for Martin, who has 
played with and against many 
of the curlers in the field. The 
four-time Grier champion won 
gold at the Vancouver Games 
with John Morris (now with 
B.C.), Ben Hebert and Marc 
Kennedy (now with Canada 
skip Keip^n Koe). 

Longtime opponents like Ri¬ 
chard Hart and Glenn Howard 
of Ontario are also on hand 
along with veteran skip Brad 


Gushue of Newfoundland and 
Labrador. 

Martin, who has stayed in¬ 
volved in the game with his 
curling broadcasting work, 
started coaching Bottcher's 
rink before the pnosancial play- 
downs and helped them earn 
their first Grier berth. 

"He’s been working with 
us quite a bit technically and 
tactically trying to get a few 
small twealu here and there,” 
Bottcher said. “J think the big-

gest thing he brings though 
is just the experience factor. 

“He’s the solid ground to 
come back to.”
